From Luther’s house the Emperor and 
his party reviewed a gorgeous historical, 
procession composed of 19 Rrou illustrat- 
ing the foundation an: jevelopinent 
of Wittenberg and the foundation of the 
Schloss Kirche. The 11th car was the fea- 
ture of the procession. This was emblema- 
tic of the Reformation. On it was a repre- 
sentation of Martin Luther on. horseback 
and surrounded by his adherents. Behiud 
the car rode the five leadors of the tamous 
league of Schmalkald that was founded at 
Wittenberg in 1536 to defend Protestants 
against Charles V.

BUTTER-MAKING AND PEPSIN. 


According to the Scottish American a 
committee of the South Australian Dairy- 
men’s Association have been making e€x- 

eriments of the greatest interest to dairy- 
wenand agricultyriats generally, The 
experiment was made to test the assertion 
of Mr. Wertz that one gallon of cream 
churned with black pepsin (which he said 
was perfectly harmless) would produce 
more than twice as much butter as when 
churned without it, and that the butter, 
is healthier, tastes better, keeps better, 
and sells betterthan butter churned io 
the ordinary way. On the 30tn of June 
last the committee began a thirty days 
test with twenty ordinary cows. The 
cream in bothcases was thoroughly mixed, 
one half churned with pepsin and one 
half without, From the half of the cream 
chorned without the black pepsin during 
the thirty days 348 pounds ana 12 ounces 
of butter was made, which, at 28 eents 
per pound, amounts to $97.65, whilst from 
the other half churned with black pepsin 
(of which one teaspoonful for every gallon 
of cream was added) no less than 884 
pounds, 8 ounces of butter was made, 
which at 28 cents per pourd amounts te 
$247.66, The commitcee used $4 worth 
of pepsin in their tests, but as seen, it pro- 
duced butter to the value of $150 more 
than could be made withovt it. This 
pepsin costs 24 cts per lb,and two anda 
half dollars worth will make 600 Ibs. but- 
ter. It is claimed that in churning cream 
without pepsin 16 per cent. of the solids 
enter into the butter, and 24 per cent. is 
thrown away in the buttermilk, whilst by 
churning with black pepsin 37 per cent. 
of the solids enter into the butter, and 
only two per cent. is thrown away in the 
buttermilk, The analysis of pepsin shows 
ibto be perfectly free from everything 
objecsionable, and harmless as alt, and 
that it simply unites all the solis of the 
milk, The committee state that this dis- 
covery is the greatest ever made in the 
science of butter making, and earnestly 
advise all dairymen to give ic a trial,

Loxpon, Nov, 7.—England saw Satur 
day the beginning ot what seems likely to 
be the greatest industrial war that the 
country has known in many years, Cotton 
mills operating 14,000,000 ‘spindles were 
shut down. Of the 44,000,000 apindles run 
ip England tho mill owners have a Masters’ 
Fororation, in which 20,000,000 spindles ure 
ropresonted. The owners of the 6,000,000 
npindios still running will pay to the 
Federation a fine of a farthing 4 spindle per 
week for such as they keop at work. 

Thero are about 24,000 operative spinnors 
grouped into various local unions, | all 
federated in an Amalgamated Association 
of Cotton Spinners. Theie average earn. 
ings for © week of 60 hours are 32 shillings, 
Tho local unions have w reserye fund of 
£120,000; this will be further increased by 
the contributions of 4 shillings « week from 
9000 members who will remain at work. 
From all sources £3400 will flow in weekly 
to asuist the operatives, 

The union mon hope for one great result 
from the struggle, and that is that it will 
induce outsiders to join the unions with a 
view to sharing in the “‘atrike-pay” later. 

The Musters’ Federation has received a 
sovere blowat Bolton, where the District 
Employers’ Association has dgclined to co- 
operate with the Federation in a scheme to 
reduce wages, ‘Thoir 13,000,000 spindles 
are still kept Pua and the operatives are 
working on the old scale of wages. This is 
explained by the fact that at Bolton they 
use Egyptian cotton, which gives them» 
margin of profit; other Bolton masters 
using American cotton adhere to the 
Federation and have closed their mills. 

If improvement in trade continues num-

IN THE ARCTIC ICE. 


{ Thirty-five of the Crow Lost, Including 
Cnptain—48 Hours Cliuging to 
the Mast.2 

San Francrsco, Nov. 7.—The steam 
whaler Belugia, which arrived from the 
Arctic Saturday, brings the news of the de- 
atruction of the whaling bark Helen Mao, 
Capt. Thaxter, and the ioss of 35 of her 
crew. Only five of the vossel’s men were 
saved. On Oct. 6, while the Helen 
Mac was engaged in cutting in whale, she 
was crushed in the ice. 

The ice came in a rush and without warn- 
ing, and the officers and men had no time 
to lower the boat and get away.

Roprosontatives—Ventures of the Cam. 


paign, 

New York, Nov. 9.—Grover Cleve- 
land will be the next President of 
the United States. While the re. 


turns of yestorday’s elections received up 
to the hour of going to press aro necessarily 
incomplete they are aufliciently definite to 
sottle tho general result, 

For soine years a large number of the 
states have been ‘*eafe” for one party or 


the other, leaving the struggle to be settled 
by halfa dozen “doubtful states;” but this 
time the sharp battle on the trade ques- 
tion and the sudden growth of the People's 


Party undoubtedly added to the 
{number of debatable states, no less 
than 17 representing 165 electoral 


collegians, being included. In addition to 
this six new territories have been admitted 
to statehood since 1888—Idaho, Montana, 
North Dakota, South Dakota, Washington 
aud Wyoming, with an electoral yote of 20. 

The returns would indicate that Cleve- 
land has carried nearly, if not quite all, of 
these doubtful states, The more important 
victories are New York, which Harri- 
son carried in 1888; Illinois, which has 
heretofore been a Republican stronghold 
and now goes Democratic by 15, ma- 
jority, the cyclone which has been brewing 
on the prairies baying swept MeKinleyism 
ivion, Indiana, which has been 


persistently claimed by both part 
which Ha:rison wrested from the Demo- 
crats in 18S8, has also gone Democratic, 

The south is solidly Democratic as usual, 
the atnalgamation of the Republicans with 
the Popularists having failed to fuse, 
while the People’s Purty, thanks 
to Democratic fusion, have wrested Color- 
ado, Nebraska and Kansas (Republican 
since their ndmission to tho union), and 
Nevada, also Republican since ita admis- 
sion with the exception uf the election of 
1880. 

Returns from New York indicate that 
Cleveland has carried the city and county 
by 45,000. 

Congressional returns do not show 
material losses for Democrats and mengro 
returns to hand indicate they will again 
control tne House of Ropresontatives.

according to such tidings us have come to 
hand thus far, The loss of eithor of these 
would leave Mr, Cleveland with not more 
than 207 electoral votes, unless ho has car- 
ried Indiana or Illinois, and in that case 


the votes of Indiana alone would 
not elect him. Until more full re- 
turns have been obtained from the 


states named it is plain that the re- 
sult will not be out of doubt. 

The result is equally uncertain in somo 
states in which the Democratic party sur- 
rendered to tho populists, so that the only 
question is whether their electoral votes will 
be for President Harrison or Mr. Weaver. 
Nebraska and Nevada appear to havo given 
pluralities for Weaver, and tho saine claim 
is made as to otherstates which Republican 
dispatches affirmed voted for President 
Harrison, If neither Illinois or Indiana 
have voted for Mr. Cleveland there may 
have been no election by the pvoplo, but 
should the Democrats’ claim as to Illinois 
be confirmed by later despatches the suc- 
cess of the Democratic ticket would be as- 
sured.

A Genuine Wild Mau,

Speeches 


On Thursday last work was commenced 
in Mastings at Queensboro’, followed by 
a meeting at Madoc on Friday. A. F. 
Wood, M.P.P. is ofthe opinion that the 
travelling dairy will do a groatdeal of good 
in cheese districts in inducing the people 
to give more attention to buttermaking 
during the winter season. Atthe same 
time the quality of the butter now made 
will be considerably improved. Mr, 
Jehn R. Orr, editor of the North Hast- 
ings Review, aided Mr, Wood in arrang- 
ing andZadvortising the meetings. 

Among the more important questions 
brought up atac the different meetings 
were the following ;— 

Q. Do you know anything about the 
“Black Popsin' which is being used in 
Auptralia so aa to obtain a much Jarger 
yield of butter from 4 given quantity of 
cream? One report says by adding some 
of this mixtureto croam 100 per cent, 
more butter can be obtained 

A I know nothing more than what the 
papers say reparding its use. Itis said to 
be a ncw discovery, but is nothing else to 
my mind than a fraud. Milk contains 
about 12 per cent of solids on the average. 
About 3J¢ per cent of these solids 1s 
pure butter fat, and each pound of this 
fat will make about 1 1-10 Ibs. of good 
saleable butter, containing about 84 per 
cent, favand 16 per, cent, water, salt, 
caseine, etc. ‘This pepsin may be a mix- 
(ure something like rennet in its properties 
precipitating the solids, othor than case- 
ine,sugar, etc.,which become incorporated 
in the butter, increasing its bulk certainly 
but making a compound not really butier, 
Lut a mixture of cheesy matter, sugar, 
and butter. No doubt some o! our ex: 
perimental stations will look into the mat- 
ter at once, and test the value of this 
pepsio, for the sooner we find out about it 
the beiter, 

Q. What isthe cause and remedy of 
cream foaming in the churn ? 

A, There may be two causes, The 
cream may have been kept too long, oc it 
may be too cold when putin the churn. 
Ifthe foaming is due to long keeping 
then churn oftener, at least once a week 
in the winter and two or three times a 
weekin the summer. If the cream has 
not been left long and still foims, then 
add a little warmish water, and str until 
it gets tothe right temperature. Fron 
62 deg. to G8 deg. is about the range fer 
winter churning,

Among other questions asked at the

Q.—Whatdoyouconsider to be the best 
method of setting the milk in the fall so 
as to get all the cream out of it? Ans.— 
In the case of stripper cows the best re- 
sults have been obtained by setting the 
milk from 24 to 3 inches deep in shallow 
pins, and aliowing it to stand until the 
milk becomes slightly acid ; but with the 
pans there is always a great deal of labour, 
and the milk is all exposed and lable to 
take in any odours that may be in the air. 
Dr. Babcock, of Wiscousin, found that 
by slightly diluting the milk with warm 
water before setting, and then setting in 
creamer cans in ige water for twelve hours 
the results were just as satisfactory as 
by using the pans, He advises the addi- 
tion of one quart of warm water at from 
100 to 120 degrees to every can (about 3} 
gallons) of milk. This applies only to 
the milk from stripper cows. In all cases 
tne milk should be strained and set assoon 
as possible after milking, before it has 
cooled down to any extent. Ice water, or 
cold well or spring water, should be used 
with the cans in winter as in summer.

Two 
woeks ago he was stricken with paralysis, 
from the effeots of which he never rallled, 
Ho left a widow, two daughters and a 
son, Robert Ward, receiving teller in the 
Moroaant’s Loan and Trust Company's

BaFoneral sorvices will be held at the 
Stamor residence to: morrow afternoan at 
1o'clock after which the remains will be 
taken tor interment to Belleville, Ont, 
his old home. Mr, Ward became con: 
nected with the Journal of Commerce two 
oears after it was tounded, in 1868, and 
comained actively interested in its man- 
agement to his death, He was widely 
acquainted in trade journalistic c ircles 
and universally respected for his upright, 
sciontious conduct. 
sorte Was ‘a native ofCanada and came to 
Chicago when @ youn man when the big 
fire wiped out everything that the Journal 
of Commerce possessed but its book ac 
counts. The creditors sought Mr, Ward and 
asked him what he thought could done. 
He made no appeal for time or credit, but 
simply stated tl e bills due the concern 
from outside firms would more than repay 
all indebtedness. Paper mannfacturers, 
type founders and press manufacturers 
furnished him with the equipment to re- 
sume business on Mr, Ward's assurance, 
confiding in his integrity, and their trust 
was not misplaced. He was a most care- 
ful man in all business matters and had a 
great reputation as a penman. Phough 
past threo score andten his penmanship 
was as precise and regular as copper 
lato. 
i “Eyerbody who} knew John M. Ward 
him,” said W. G 
Barnet, business manager of the company, 
to-day, ‘tHe had a most sensitive idea 
of duty and justice and would allow noth- 
ing to Faterfara with his doing what he 
i He was quiet 
and unassuming, but compelled the res- 
pect of everyone he met. He took an 
active interest in the rebuilding ofChicago 
and felt great pride in the achievements of 
the city. Noman in trade jouroalism 
wae better known in the west than he, 
and he had hosts ot friends in the east, 
His death is a great blow to the company, 
for though an old man in point of yoars he 
had taken as active a work g -nterest in 
the business of late as in his younger 
years.”

spoonsful butter oil, then add to the butte,

This sample is sufficient 
for churning two gallons. 
to directions for making butter with black 
| pepsin. It will require three or four chura- 
‘ings to get thebest results, but this sample 
1 wil give you a good idea.” I followed 
directions boiling the powder for one and 
a half hours in water bath and found 1 in- 
soluple, [also boled it in water and 
found it but very slightly soluble. I: was 
also insolable in aloohol ani in dilute 
muriaticacid, After boiling fora time it 
resembles butter color semewhat. 
November 7th we made an experiment 
with the following results ;—Eight and 
one-half pounds of cream, which tested 

16,4 per cent of fat, or contained about 

one and one half pounds of butter, were 
treated aco rding to directions. — (Direc- 
tions say that for each gallon of cream 
add two pounds of melted butter when the 
butt-r “ breaks.”) When finished there 
were three and one-half pounds of worked 
and salted butter. After deducting the 
melted butter we had but one and one halt 
pounds of butter, which was about the ori 

ginal amount contained in the cream. ‘The 
buttermilk contained .9 of one per cent of 
fat. 

November 12thI took 18pounds of cream 
testing 17.4 per cen}. fat, that had been 
properly ripened. twas evenly divided, 
after mixing. One half was churned ac- 
cording to “Directions for making butter 
and black pepsin,” and the other churned 
in the ordinary way. ‘The first or pepsin 
churning, after deducting the melted but- 
ter added, produced 14 pounds of butter. 
The second lot, to which ne pepsin was 
added, preduced 24% pounds of butter. 
The buttermitk from pepsin churning con- 
tained 1.6 per cent, of fat, while the other 
contained 0,4 of one per cent. fat. The 
difference of peipaung butter in favor of 
no pepsin! would account,for in this way : 
In handling the melted butter there was 
more or less loss by sticking to the uten- 
sils, while the buttermilk contained over 
1¢ of a pound of butter. There would also 
be some difference in the working of the 
two samples, as no two lots can be 
worked to contain exactly che same per- 
centage of water, etc. 

These two experiments, in which wo 
have used all the black pepsin sent us, 
show no advantage whatever by using it, 
while the extra labor involved is double. 
In the meantime I would advise farmers 
to continue making butter by the latest 
dmpkoyed methods, hoping to make the 
ordinary profits, and giving black pepsn 
and all other rich fast compounds a wide 
berth. It is possible that some new 
kind of focd may be manufactured from 
milk. It willnot be batter, but some- 
thing which contains more of the solids of 
milk than does either butter or cheese, 
If anything new develops we shall be glad 
at all times to give the public the benefit.

had been ncticed that in sections where 
cheese factories were in operation farmers 
treated butter making as a secondry con- 
sideration, and to their own loss. Aa a 
matter of fact cheese factories could only 
be run profitably for about seven months 
in the year and the question that the far 
mer should give his serious consideration 
was how toapply bis cow to the best 
financial advantage during the other three 
or four months. Thecow had to be fed 
the year round and it did not require any 
great amountof reasoning to recognize the 
advantage of the co-operative system. To 
put it plainly the co-operative system was | 
the keeping open of the cheese factories 
the year round, that is to say, sending the 
milk to the cheese1actories to be made in- 
to butter alter the cheese factories had 
closed. It had been demonstrated beyond 
any dispute that cheese paid the farmer 
better for about six months in the year, 
while butter paid him better the other 
six months, At the end of the cheese sea- 
son the price of butter was higher and 
by sending it to the factories for manufac- 
ture a uniform arcicle could 
be turned out for the 
‘English market. Another fact was that 
the cold weather was more favorable to 
the manufacture of butter than any other 
{ season of the yearas a firmer and better 
| quality could be made. ‘The sooner the 
' cheese factories were turned into butter 
| factories during the winter the better it 
would be for the country and the farmers 
themeel-es.

If shallow cans were 
usod to set the milk in it should be allow- 
ed to stand until it was slightly acid, It 
was a bad plan ty set the creamer oans in 
the open air without having cold water 
aroundthem. It had been found from 
practical tests made by the dairy that 
there was a considerable loss of butter in 
butter-milk. This could be avoided by 
keeping all the cream for one churning 
in one vessoland stirring it frequently. 
Sweet cream should not be added afwer 
twelve hours so that the whole would be 
evenly ripsned or evenly soured, Tho 
beat condition in which to haye the cream ¢ 
was slightly acid—about as thick as good 
maple syrup, It was a mistake to churn 
cream When too thick as there was a loss 
of butter-milk by so doing, It would 
generally take from three to five pounds 
of cream to make one pound of butter. In 
putting the butter up for market the 
speaker advised thac it be put up in neat 
one pound prints with prepared buiter 
paper which could be obtamed at the rate 
of 600 sheets for 76 conts from Wm. 
Davies, 24 Queen street West, Toronto, 
The butter should properly be washed 
twics—first with salt and water (say a 
handful of salt to a pail of water) and 
atter wards with pure cold water. 

‘The results of the tests were as follows : 
P. N. Brown 7.6 per cent fat ; W. R. W'l- 
son 6.8 per cent ; P Kelley, morning 4.3, 
night 5.4. ; M. B, Gilbert, morning 43, 
Mr. Lynn brought three different kinds of 
milk, ‘The first sample contained 4.6 per 
cent ; the second 4.2 per cent and the 
third 4.8. 

Mr Palmer interviewed 

An ONrart0 reporter found Mf. Palmer 
at the Queen's Hotel. Mr. Palmer stated 
that unul the Babcock tester was brought 
into use in the factories the farmers could 
not be induced to take greater care In 
their stock. While one man adopted the 
most improved and modern system o 
dairying he would get no more for his 
milk at the factory than his neighbor al- 
though the latter's milk might not contaio 
half as much butter fat, The factories 
should pay for milk according to its 
quality. 

“What breed of cows produce the best 
butter?” asked the reporter. 

Mr, Palmer replied that the Ayrshirey 
Holstein and Jersey were good breeds. 

In ieference to the merits of the Bab- 
cock tester Mr. Palmer explained that 
Atwood factory, Perth county, had adopt- 
ed the system last year. In May they 
puid from 653¢ to 81 per 100 pounds ;_ in 
June from 69 to 828-5 ; in July from 684 
to 804 ; in August from 58 to 814 Thus 
it could be seen that some farmers receiv- 
ed twenty per cent. more than _ others for 
their milk. 

The dairy left for Frankford to-day 
where they held a mecting this aftecnoon 
From thers they go to Trenton and 
Consecon after which they do Northumber- 
land county. They will hold meetings up 
to Dec. 16. By that time every county 
east of Belleville will have been covered 
except a couple of French constituencies 
instructor 1s en- 
gaged. ‘T’be dairy will probably be con- 
tinued another year, Mr. Palmer thinks 
the eftorts of the dairy have done much to 
educate and convert Ontario farmers into 
the best and most improved system of 
dairying.

Every farmer should weed out 
his stock and get rid of poor co'vs. These 
latter would be found in every herd and 
they were an’expense to the dairyman

rich butter, and one that could be cheaply 
fed.

Monotary Conference Delogates Exchange 


Views Privately Upon Bi-Metallism, 
Brussers, Nov. 24.—Rumors ot discord 


among British delegates to Monetary Con- 


ference here regarding the attitude to be 
adopted in conference are untrue. 

The Continental dolegutes are very impa- 
tient to hear what the previse nature will be 
of the proposal of the American delegates, 

Many of. tho delegates freely exchange 
their views privately and tew are sanguino 
that a satisfactory solution will be found to 
the currency question. 

Tho use of three different Innguages in 
the official proceedings of the conference 
will lead to much delay. When a speech 
is made it will not be intelligible to all the 
delegates until the day following delivery, 
when the official translation into Buglish, 
French and German is circulated, Tho 
system will, however, have the adyanta 
of affording time for a careful and di 
sionate examination of all propositions 
Arguinente. 

It is now certain that a majority of the 
delogates are empowered meroly to study 
tho facts advanced and to report thereon to 
their respootive governments, 

The Christmas adjournment will give the 
delegates ample opportunity for roference 
to their goveraments, 

Goneral satisfaction is expressed to-day 
at yesterday's action in rejecting 
the proposal to appoint a committee to 
examine and roport proposals submitted to 
the conference, as it in now recognized that 
the committee must bave been overwhelmed 
with elaborate plank which it would have 
been impossible to consider. The decision

ays. 

The idea that the conference is divided 
into two camps—mono-metallists and bi- 
motallists—is false. Many of the delegates 
came to the conference predisposed towards

About eight weeks ago Toller Brown of 
the Standard Bank at Ghatham, son of Mr. 
James Brows of 74 Melbourne-avenue, To- 
ronto, and « former mathoratical master of 
Uppor Canada College, discovered on enter- 
ing the bank that his cash box was missing 
from the vault. It was subsequently found 
in the bank office, minus its contents, 
amounting co $8900, . 

Manager Rogers at once wired . the 
Attornoy-General, and within a few houran 
detective was on the scene, and later the 

president and iuspector of the Standard 
jank. ‘The various employes of the bank 
were interrogated separately in the man- 
agor’s private office. 

Teller Brown's story was that he had 
placed the money in the cash box at the 
conclusion of tbe day's basiness, 
thathe had not locked the box owing to 
the fact that the contents were so bulky 
that he could not close the lid. He could 
not remember, however, whether he had 
locked the cash box in the vault or not. 

A Charge Without Proof,
